No M-12012 / I 8 2-Coo id —The Government of India 
has iconsultation with the State Governments and Central 
Ministries concerned, considered the Report of the Com¬ 
mittee set up in the Department of Statistics, Ministry ol 
Planning Resolution No. F-l 1021 /T2./19-Coord, dated the 
7th Tuly, 1979 to t ■• r icw the National Statistical System. The 
i ccommcndalions of the Committee were considered at a 
Conference of the State Ministers of Statistics held in New 
Delhi in Apiil 1981. 

2. The Committee had inter alia recommended that sti 
apex body named, ‘National Advisory Board on Statistics' 
may be set np to provide technical guidance lor policy issues 
concerning development of statistics and for ensuring effec¬ 
tive coordination of statistical activities particularly in the 
field of data collection, identification of gaps, improvement 
in quality and timeliness of statistics, avoidance of duplica¬ 
tion in colection of information and storage and retrieval of 
data. The Committee further recommended that the 
National Advisory Board on Statistics should be the clear¬ 
ance house of all large scale statistical operations. 

3 After taking into account the views of the State Govts 
end tiie Report of the Group set up in accordance_ with the 
decisions taken at the Conference of State Ministers of 
Statistics, to suggest the composition and working procedure 
of tin- NABS, the Government of India has decided lo 
constitute a National Advisory Board on Statistics composed 
ns follows :
